Sir Francis Hincks and Van- 
couver* 

Tho public aro nlrcmly avmro that Sir 
rrancis Hincks, Minister of Finance for 
tlio Dominion, wns, on tlio 2Sth ultimo, 
elfieted by rtcclrimatioii to represent tho 
important District of Vancouver in tho 
Dominion Houbo of I Commons. It is 
also known in what way this, in somo 
Bouse, extraordinary event camo about. 
Tlio Grit monomaniacs dofoatccl Sir Fran- 
cis in South Brunt, and the two local can- 
didates, learning that the Finance Minis- 
tor was in want of a seat, gracof ally made 
way for him in Vancouver. It will bo 
soon from a telogram received vesterday 
by Mr.Nathan.Mombor for tho District of 
Victoria that Sir Francis aceopts tlio 
Boat with grateful acknowledgements to 
Mr. Buastor and his supporters. There 
is an old homely adage, "It's an ill wind 
that blows nobody good." In this in- 
btanco that adage has recoivod verifica- 
tion. Tho pooplo of British Columbia, 
and more especially thoso of Vancouver 
District, will have- abundant reason to 
thank tho Grit fanatics of South Brant 
for sending Sir Francis Hincks to the 
shores of the Pacific in search of a con- 
stituency. Now that there is no longer 
doubt as to whether Sir Francis -will 
really occupy tho seat so handsomely pre- 
sented to him, tho electors of Vancouver 
District may like to cultivate a moro in- 
timate acquaintance with their distin- 
guiHhed representative. It may not, 
therefore, bo altogether out of place that 
wo should offor auith a brief sketch of his 
public life as the limited space at our dis- 
posal will permit. 'I'ho subjoet of the 
present sketch is the youngest son of the 
late Bov. Dr. Hincks, Professor of Ori- 
ental Languages in tho Boynl Belfast In- 
stitution. Ho was born in tho City of 
Cork in December, 1807, so that ho will 
soon havo complotod his sixty-fifth year. 
Educated at the Boyal Belfast Institution, 
ho emigrated to Canada while still a young 
man, and, in 183'J .established tho Toronto 
"Examinor," n Itoform journal of con- 
siderable influence. Five years later ho 
started the Montreal "Pilot," n newspaper 
which was vigorously conducted and 
made itself largely felt throughout the 
country as tho leading journal in the great 
reform cause. Mr. Hincks first entered 
Parliament in 1841, whon ho was elected 
for tho County of Oxford. His abilities 
soon modo themselves felt, and in June, 
18-12, ho accepted asent in tho Boldwin-La- 
fontain Administration with thoportfolio of 
Inspector-General, which position he held 
till November of tho following year, when 
ho retired with hiB political chiefs. Bo- 
turning to power with the same loaders, 
ho held tho same office from March, 1848, 
to October, 1851, and again, from the lat- 
ter date to Septoniber, 1854,in tho Hincks- 
Morin Administration, of which ho was 
Premier. He was defeated in Oxford at 
the general oloction of 1811; hut was 
again returned for thfV same County in 
18-17; and again, in 1851, when he was 
nlso elected for Niagara, but decided to 
sit for tho former. At tho gonoral elec- 
tion of 1854 ho was elected for tho South 
Biding of Oxford nndnt thoannio timofor 
Renfrew. Choosing tho latter, ho sat for 
it until 'he temporarily retired from Ca- 
nadian public life in 1855, on accepting 
service under tho Imperial Govcmmont. 
It should bo stated that Mr. Hincks visit- 
ed Washington on several occasions to 
confer with tho British Minister there on 
tho subject of freer commercial inter- 
course -between Canada and tho United 
States. Ho was selected by tho Earl of 
Elgin to accompany him as representa- 
tive of Canada, when ' he negotiated the 
Reciprocity Treaty in 1R54; and was a do- 
legate to the Maritime Provinces in 1852, 
on tlio subject of thoTntercolonial B.B.and, 
in tho Hamoyear, a delegate to tho Imperial 
Government for the purpose of urging tho 
repeal of the famous Clergy Reserve Act, 
and tho grant of a guarantee for tho In- 
tercolonial Railway. It was during this 
visit that he succeeded in making nrrnngo- 
ments with the great firm of Peto, Brassoy, 
Retts A: Jackson, which resulted in tho 
construction of the Grand Trunk Railway 
by English capitalists. In all thoso im- 
portant missions Mr. Hincks yraa singu- 
larly successful, nnd tho rare ability dis- 
played in the various services in which he 
was engaged did not escape tho attention 
of the Imperial Clovernmcnt. Thus, in 
1855 he received from Her Majesty's Gov- 
ernment the appointment of ( iovcrnor-in- 
Chief of Bnrbadoes and tho Windward Is- 
lands, and il»18G2 that of Governor and 
Conmiandor-in-Chiof of British Guiana, 
which latter position ho continued to hold 
till 1869, when ho returned to nctivo poli- 
tical lifo in Canada. In 3SG2 ho wns 
created a Companion of tho Order of tho 
Bath, and in 18(19 a Knight Commander of 
tho Order of St. Michael nnd St. George. 
In tlio latter year lie was prevailed upon 
to nceopt a scat in the Sir John A. Mao- 
donald Cabinet, nnd took the important, 
portfolio of Minister of Finance, tho 
duties of which ho has continued to dis- 
charge ever sinco with marked ability, nnd 
with no little advantage, to the country, 
In addition to his Ministerial position, 
Sir Francis Hincks is President of tho 
Confederation Lifo Assurance Company 
of Canada, and a member, of tho Royal 
Colonial Institute, London, England. 
Such is a hasty sketch of the political lifo 
and sorviees of the distinguished Member 
for Vancouver District. And surely we 
aro justified in thinking that the great 
abilities and ripe experience of Sir Francis 
Hincks, together with the power and in- 
fluence with which his high position in 
tho Government invest him, will ennblo 
him to accomplish much moro for this 
Province and for the District which has 
been so fortunate as to secure his sorvicos 
than it wpuld be possible for any repre- 
sentative the doctors could hope to select 
from amongst themselves to accomplish; 
add wo think we may say this without any 
disparagement to local aspirants. And 
does it not Room almost providential that 
British Columbia should nave been enabled 
to number one of the lending memborsof 
the Dominion Government amongst her 
six representatives In the House of Com- 
mons at this exceptionally critical and 
important period of her Provincial oxis- 
tenoe ? The Railway, its route and tor- 
minus, Reciprocity, tho development of 
the practically boundless coal-fields 
of his own District, aro amongst tho 
matters whioh might well call for tho 
eminent abilities and influence of 
Sir Francis Hincks; and we feel justified 
in predicting that lie and the Senior Minu- 
ter for this District, aa woU as tho othor 



members for tho Paeifio Province, will 
stand shoulder to shoulder in securing a 
full and proper recognition of tho truo 
position and importance of British Col- 
umbia, and in pushing forward thoso 
great schemes by which alono her im- 
mense resources can bo fully and success- 
fully do velopod. Aro wo not right, there- 
fore, in congratulating British Colum- 
bians in goueral, and Vancouverians in 
particular, upon tho Booming untoward 
events which have givon Sir Francis 
Hincks to tho. Pacific Province? 

Costigan's Bill and its 
Results. 

The Hon. John Carling, on being 
elected to tho Commons, had to resign 
his sent iu tho Ontario Legislature. 
Mr. Carling was a member of tho late, 
Sandfi'eld Macdonald Cabinet. Wo 
perceive that tho Hon. Edward Bluko, 
Premier of Ontario, has also resigned 
Kis seat in the Provincial Legislature on 
being elected to tho Commons. In 
these resignations will be soon tho re- 
«iilts of Costigan's anti-dunl roproson- 
tation Bill, passed during last session 
of the Federal Parliament. Mr. Mac- 
kenzie and all tho othor members of 
tho Ontario Legislature who may bo 
elected to tho Commons will havo to do 
likewise. Now, it occurs to onotoask, 
if such men us Blake, Carling, and 
Mackenzie must not be allowed to hold 
two seats under circumstances render- 
ing it quite possible to fill both, why 
should ordinary men in British Colum- 
bia be permitted to hold two scats 
under circumstances which render it 
impossible to fill both V There might 
bo somo oxcuso, ono would think, for 
trying to secure tho valuablo services 
of such men as those wo have named 
both in the Provincial and Dominion 
Parliament. Yet Ontario has said, no: 
thoy shall not be permitted to sit in 
both houses, because the duties of tho 
positions may often eonilict, are, in fact, 
wholly incompatible; because it would 
tend too much to political centraliza- 
tion; and because better results can 
bo attained by undivided attention to 
the duties of ono seat than by attempt- 
ing to discharge tho duties of two. 
And, be it remarked, that Ontario's an- 
swer is the result of rive years' practi- 
cal experience. She has given the dual 
system a fair and full trial, and knows 
exactly how it works. It works badly, 
and sho has put her foot on it. "What 
shall British Columbia's answer be ? 
Has sho any less need to havo her 
work well done, her interests faithfully 
guarded in both Houses ? But, as has 
been intimated, British Columbia is in 
an infinitely less favorable position for 
working the dual system than Ontario. 
In the former case the Provincial capi- 
tal is from four to six weeks distant from 
the Federal capital during what may, 
perhaps, be termed the parliamentary 
season of the year; in the latter tho 
two capitals are only about as many 
hours apart. In tho former the natural 
months for legislation aro January and 
February. In the latter the closo sea- 
son begins in October and only ends 
with April. But there is yet another 
cogent argument against British Co- 
lumbia dabbling in this dual puddle. 
She bus a Local Legislature composed 
of twenty-five members. Let it be sup- 
posed that six of these also hold seats 
in the House of Commons. How very 
easy would it be for the Provincial 
Government to hasten or delay tho 
meeting of the Legislature according 
as the six might happen to be friendly 
or unfriendly. What a' temptation to 
do so. In this way a Ministry might 
hold power for years and set tho peo- 
ple and their representatives, or a ma- 
jority of them, at defiance. The prin- 
ciple would be tho samo whether tho 
number of dual members were six or 
one. It would only be a question of 
degree. Let us endeavor to mako the 
case still more plain. One member oc- 
cupies tho Speaker's Chair, leaving 
iwenty-four on tho floor of tho House. 
Suppose theso twenty-four mem- 
bers wore so evenly divided be- 
tween the Ministerial and Opposition 
benches as that, the dual members, what- 
ever their number, woull constitute a 
sufficient majority to overthrow tho Min- 
istry , it will at ouco bo seen that all the 
Government would have to do in order 
to nave itself would he to delay calling 
the Legislature together until such time 
as the dual members would bo under tho 
necessity of leaving for Ottawa. In this 
way it will bo seen how very easy, and 
how very natural too, it would bo for a 
Ministry to continue in office after it had 
lost (he confidence of a majority of the 
people's representatives, and thus com- 
pletely violate and disregard tho spirit of 
Responsible Government. To say that 
advantage would no} bo taken of such a 
power, that such considerations would 
not influence tho Government in calling 
tho Legislature together, is simply to say 
that British Columbian Ministers nro es- 
sentially different from othor Ministers. 
It is n dangerous power to placo in tho 
hands of any Government. It is contrary 
to tho true spirit of tho Constitution. Wo 
pray, or ought to, "lead us not into temp- 
tation." Let us not tempt others. Every 
consideration of principle and interest 
urgo British Columbia to sot her foot on 
this dual serpent and stamp it out at onco. 
It is a bad servant, a dangerous mastor. 
Remember, rr is for five yeahsI

Mr. T. L. Fawcett, who accompanied 
Mr. Richardson's Geographical party to 
t^ueen Charlotte Island, says that Mr. 
Richardson examined Gumshewah Bay 
and vicinity and ascertained that the coa' 
measures exist there. The next day he 
visited the Skidegato Bay mine; entered 
the main tunnel with Mr. Fawcett and 
made a critical examination of the mine 
and'vicinity. Mr. Richardson expressed 
n high opinion of the anthracite deposits 
and the quality of coal. He believes that 

* tho day is not very far distant when 
Queen' Charlotte Island will support a 
largo mining population. During his stay 
Mr. Richardson secured a largo number 
of fossils. Ho is now at Comox, whore he 
will continue his survey of the Comox coal 

» fields, which he believes extend to Fort 
Rupert. The anthracito vein on Queen 
Charlotte Island, ho believes, extends 
from Gumshewah to Cape Massett — a dis- 
tance of 70 miles.

Capts. Hyde and Fisher were among the 
Ominecans who roturnedyeste rday."They 
give a dismal account of matters there. 
^ About 250 men remained in the diggings, 
very few of whom were making grub, On 
Manson Creek the Peterson Co. were tak- 
ing out from 40 to 80 ounces per week.

The Genuineness of Living- 
stone's Letters. 

Lord Granville has addressed tho fol- 
lowing letter to Mr. Stanley:— 

"August 2d, 1872. 

Sm, — I was not aWWe until you men- 
tioned it that thoro was any doubt as to 
the authenticity of Dr. Livingstone's dis- 
patch™', which you delivered to Lord 
Lyons on the illst J.Uly. But in conse- 
quence of what you said, I havo enquired 
into tho matter, anil I found that Mr. 
Hammond, Under Secretary of tho For- 
eign Office, and Mr. Wyjde, tho head of 
tho Consular and Shivo Trade' Depart- 
ment, have not tho slightest doubt as to 
tho genuineness of the papers which have 
been received from Lord Lyons and which 
are being printed. 

I cannot omit this opportunity of ex- 
pressing to you my admiration of the 
qualities which havo enabled you to 
achieve the object of your mission, and to 
attain a result which has been hailed with 
so much enthusiasm both in tho United 
States and in this country. 

I am, Sir, your obedient servant, 

Granville. 

Henry Stanley, Esq." 

The formal receipt acknowledging the 
papers states: — 

"Foreign Oflico, Aug. 1. 

Sir: — T am directed by Earl Granville 
to acknowledge the receipt of a packet 
containing letters and dispatches from Dr 
Livingstone, which you wero good enough 
to deliver to Her Majesty's Ambassador 
at Paris for transmission to this depart- 
ment; and I am to convey to you his 
lordship's thanks for taking caro of those 
interesting documents.

By tho following from the oldest living 
son of Livingstone, it will bo soon Mr.

Henry M. Stanley, Esq., has handed to 
me to-day tho diary of jjr. Livingstone, 
my father, sealed and signed by my fa- 
ther, with instructions written on the out- 
side, signed by my father, for the caro of 
which, and for all his actions concerning 
and to my father, our very host thanks 
are due. We have not the slightest rea 
son to doubt that this is my father's jour 
mil, and I certify that the letters ho has 
brought home are my father's letters, and 
no others. Toil S. Livingstone,"

THE MYSTERIOUS CORPSES. 

Lisbon, July IS, 1872. — Two days 
ago our beautiful city was thrown into 
a state of groat excitement by the Bud- 
den arrival of n transatlantic guest, 
who did not como by steamer, but 
through the air. Some fishermen who 
wero living iu a littlo village two 
"leagues" from Libbon wore pursuing 
their piscatorial occupation early in the 
morning', when they saw a sight which 
made them shiver. From tho west 
there came, carried by the morning 
breeze, floating' through tho air, u 
huge body. The superstitious fish- 
ermen thought it was the "Flying 
Dutchman" or some other supernatural 
thing. So they fled from the shore. 

Tho balloon, for such it. was, enme 
nearer and nearer the shore, dipping 
its anchor in the waves. On the shore 
the anchor caught hold, and some 
courageous men from tho village, who 
at last dared to approach it, fastened 
and secured the balloon, iu which they 
found 

two head bodies 
That of a young, lovely woman , and of 
a mulatto man. Tho body <>f the mulatto 
was penotrp.ted with revolver bulls, 
and his right shoulder was torn into 
pieces, as if somebody had gnawed the 
nosh off it. The young woman was 
lying on the bottom of the cur, with 
open mouth and ghastly open eyes. 

Tho Coroner was summoned, and an 
inquest held. On the mulatto there was 
nothing found which could tend to ox- 
plain the mystery. But the pocket of 
of thoyounglndy contained somellettcrs 
written in tho Spanish language, and 
at her side, on the bottom of the car, 
was found a book — a sort of a diary. 
Tho letters were addressed to Signorn 
Angelina Bjsworth, Calle do Bolivar, 
Caracas. By these letters, it was shown 
that tho balloon had crossed the 
Atlantic. Ocean, as Caracas is a city in 
tho Republic of Venezuela, South 
America. 

But tho diary contained yet more in- 
formation, which threw 
a glaring light over thi; whole mys- 
tery. 

Tho diary commenced three years 
ago. It gives in brief notes a graphic 
sketch of love and jealousy. The 
maiden nanio of the young woman was 
Angelina Meilda. She had many ad- 
mirers but did not love any of them. 
Ono of the young men who was most 
desperately in love with her was a mu- 
latto, Daniel Fignpla. The diary tolls 
of his passionate ami impetuous wooing: 
She did not lovo him — nay, sho hated 
and despised him, infuriated by her 
roFUfiUnoo to his wishes, he determin- 
ed that sho should be his by any means. 
Onco when sho wont to church sho 
was 

SUDDENLY LIFTED UP AND THROWN INTO A 
COACH, 

which rapidly drove away. But her 
loud cries for help were heard by an 
Englishman named Bysworth, who, 
with two other men, rushed to her as- 
eistance, stopped tho coach by shoot- 
ing ono of tho horses, and liberated 
her from tho fiendish mulatto. 

llysworth was an Englishman, aa I 
have said before, and an mronaut. He 
mado a very good living at Caracas, In 
a greatgarden his balloon was fastened 
to heavy anchors, and letup and down 
with passengers who wanted to look 
down on mother earth from rt distance 
of about live hundred yards. Signora 
Angelina describes him in her diary as 
a man of lino physique and rare beauty. 
Mis haiv and mustache wore of light 
blond color, which is so much admired 
by tho Spanish ladies. Sho fell in 
lovo with him and hp with her. They 
wero married. Now the rage of the 
mulatto, Daniel Fignola, knew no 
bounds. Ho foamed with fury and 
vowed revenge. 

Timo wont on. Ryswoi'th and his 
wifo lived happily together. Siynom 



Angelina used sometimes to go up in 
a balloon with lady passengers. 

One day when she had just stepped 
into tho car, and everything in readi- 
ness for an ascension, tho mulutto, 
quick as lightning, pushed his way 
through the crowd of ladies surround- 
ing tho ballon, jumped into tho car and 
cut tho rope. It was the work of a 
moment. 

the hallo on ascended rapidly. 
Amid tho shrieks of tho unfortunate 
Angelina, and soon disappeared from 
the sight of tho torrinEd and thunder- 
struck spectators, among whom was the 
terbnaut, Mr. Bysworth, almost frantic 
with grief . Alone in tho air with her 
cruel foo, what a terriblo fate for poor 
Angelina! 

But sho was a courageous woman. 
"When the black scoundrel approached 
her, hIig snatched a revolver, which 
was always placed in the pocket of the 
car, and blow his brains out. 

But what now to do? Sho was 
alone in mid air. 

The Atlantic Ocean rolling its heavy 
waves a couple of thousand yards un- 
der her foot. No one, help her; no ono 
to free her from this terriblo and most 
miserable position. 

Day after day tho balloon continued 
its voyage across tho Atlantic; the 
doomed woman hoped to seo an 
end to her miseries, but none 
came. She had nothing to eat, nothing 
to drink. When sho had passed six 
days and nights without food, the 
hunger made her desperate; she attack- 
ed the corpse of tho mulatto, and 

GNAWED THE FLESH FROM THE DEAD MAN's 
SHOULDER. 

But only for a few moments. Tho 
odor of the corpse was too terrible, 
"Rather die than eat human flesh 1" she 
writes in her diary. This book was her 
only solace; sho knew that sho was go- 
ing to die, but sho wanted that her be- 
loved husband should know hor fate; 
know that sho died unpolluted, and 
with only one thought— that of meet- 
ing him, her all, in Heaven. 

This diary, written between heaven 
and earth, is a masterpiece of female 
eloquence. 

The corpses of the beautiful Angelina 
Ryswprth and tho beastly Daniel Fignola 
were yesterday interred in the Church of 
Souho. 

The murdered murderer occupies a 
grave alongside his victim. 

At the close of tho civil war in the 
United States, the total debt of tho ton 
Southern States was $76,416,300.

Truly an edifying re- 
cord for the corporal's guard of an- 
nexation in tho Dominion.
